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"I am sure democracy is in our blood. Indeed, it is in the 
marrow of our bones. Only centuries of adverse 
circumstances have made the circulation of the blood cold. It 
has become frozen, and our arteries have not been 
functioning. But thank God, the blood is circulating again. It 
will be a people's government. 

I should like to give a warning to the landlords and capitalists 
who have flourished at the people’s expense by a system 
which is so vicious, which is so wicked, and which makes 
them so selfish that it is difficult to reason with them. The 
exploitation of the masses has gone into their blood. They 
have forgotten the lesson of Islam." ® 
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"i want you to realise fully the deep implications of the 
revolutionary change that has taken place. Whatever 
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"Never forget that you are the servants of the State. You do not make 
policy. It is we, the people’s representatives, who decidehow the country 
is to be run. Your job is only to obey the decisions of your civilian 
masters."

maintain the highest standard of honour, integrity, justice and 
fairplay. If you do that, people will have confidence and trust 
in you and will look upon you as friends and well-wishers. I 
do not want to condemn everything of the past, there were 
men who did their duties according to their rights in the 
service in which they were placed. As administrators they did 
justice in many cases but they did not feel that justice was 
done to them because there was an order of superiority and 
they were held at a distance and they did not feel the warmth 
but they felt a freezing atmosphere when they had to do 
anything with the officials. Now that freezing atmosphere 
must go; that impression of arrogance must go; that 
impression that you are rulers must go and you must do your 
best with all courtesy and kindness and to try to understand 
the people. May be sometimes you will find that it is tiring 
and provoking when a man goes on talking and repeating a 
thing over and over again, but have patience and show 
patience and make them feel that justice has been done to 
them." 

Next thing that I would like to impress upon you is this: 

T ’I keep on getting representations and memorials containing 
grievances of the people of all sorts of thin gs. Maybe there is 
no justification, maybe there is no foundation for that, maybe 
that they are under wrong impression and maybe they are 
misled but in all such cases I have followed one practice for 
many years which is this: Whether I agree with anyone or 
not, whether I think that he has any imaginary grievances, 
whether I think that he does not understand but I always 
show patience. If you will also do the same in your dealings 
with an individual or any association or any organisation you 
will ultimately stand to gain. Let not people leave you with 
this bearing that you hate, that you are offensive that you 
have insulted or that you are rude to them. Not one per cent 
who comes in contact with you should be left in that state of 
mind. You may not be able to agree with him but do not let 
him go with this feeling that you are offensive or that you are 
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community, caste or creed you belong to, you are now the 
servants of Pakistan. Servants can only do their duties and 
discharge their responsibilities by serving. Those days have 
gone when the country was ruled by the bureaucracy. It is 
people's government, responsible to the people more or less 
on democratic lines and parliamentary practices. Under these 
fundamental changes I would put before you two or three 
points for your consideration: 

"You have to do your duty as servants; you are not concerned 
with this political or that political party; that is not your 
business. It is a business of politicians to fight out their case 
under the present constitution or the future constitution that 
may be ultimately framed. You, therefore, have nothing to do 
with this party or that party. You are civil servants. 
Whichever gets the majority will form the government and 
your duty is to serve that government for the time being as 
servants not as politicians. How will you do that? The 
government in power for the time being must also realise and 
understand (heir reponsibilities that you are not to be used for 
this party or that. I know we are saddled with old legacy, old 
mentality, old psychology and it haunts our footsteps, but it is 
up to you now to act as true servants of the people even at the 
risk of any Minister or Ministry trying to interfere with you 
in the discharge of your duties as civil servants. I hope it will 
not be so but even if some of you have to suffer as a victim- 
I hope it will not happen - I expect you to do so readily. We 
shall of course see that there is security for you and 
safeguards to you. If we find that is in any way prejudicial to 
your interest we shall find ways and means of giving you that 
security. Of course, you must be loyal to the government that 
is in power. 

"The second point is that of your conduct and dealings with 
the people in various departments, in which you may be: 
wipe off that past reputation; you are not rulers. You do not 
belong to the ruling class; you belong to the servants. Make 
the people feel that you are their servants and friends, 
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"I have no doubt in my mind, from what I have seen and from 
what I have gathered, that the spirit of the Army is splendid 
the morale is very high, and what is very encouraging i s ^ 
every officer and soldier, no matter what the race or 
community to which he belongs, is working as a true 
Pakistani. 

If you all continue in that spirit and work as comrades, as true 
Pakistanis, selflessly, Pakistan has nothing to fear. 

"One thing more. I am persuaded to say this because during 
my talks with one or two very high-ranking officers I 
discovered that they did not know the implications of the 
oath taken by troops of Pakistan. Of course, an oath is only a 
matter of form; what is more important is the true spirit and 
the heart. 

"But it is an important form and I would like to take the 
opportunity of refreshing your memory by reading the 
prescribed oath to you: 

"I solemnly affirm, in the presence of Almighty God, that I 
owe allegiance to the Constitution and the Dominion of 
Pakistan (mark the words Constitution and the Government 
of the Do mini on of Pakistan) and that I will as in duty-bound 
honestly and faithfully serve in the Dominion of Pakistan 
Forces and go within the terms of my enrolment wherever I 
may be ordered by air, land or sea and that I will observe and 
obey all commands of any officer set "over me..." 

"As I have said just now, the spirit is what really matters. I 
should like you to study the Constitution which is in force in

3rd August (1947): Sometime ago I had met the Quaid and 
told him that the officers of the Armed Forces were anxious 
to get a glimpse of him. Most of them had never met the 
Great Founder of their country' and they were frightened of 
him. He pondered over my suggestion and said: 

’What do you suggest’? 

I told him that if he cared to come to our house one evening I 
would arrange a get-together. To my utter astonishment he 
agreed and even gave me a date, but said that he may be a 
little late as he had to attend a meeting of the Muslim League 
Committee of Action. 

We had invited the Auk, the Naval and Air C-in-Cs, principal 
staff officers, some civil servants apart from all the senior 
Muslim officers of the Defence Forces, also some Hindu 
officers. For a while Tahirah and I waited at the entrance for 
the Quaid, but as he was held up at the meeting we joined 
our guests on the back lawn of our house, where everyone 
had assembled.

lawn. We apologised for not being at the entrance to receive 
him. He said that he was sorry at being late. I asked him 
whether he would like the guests to be introduced to him, to 
which he agreed- 

To my surprise the Quaid was in a talkative mood- He had 
something to say to each person who was introduced to him. 

The officers gathered around him to ask all sorts of 
questions. He answered them in his characteristic manner _ 
slowly, clearly and convincingly. It is always a pleasure to 
hear him explain his point of view. He meant what he said. 

He did no pretend to be what he was not. He did not mince 
his words. He put the problem which he will have to face 
squarely. I was with him most of the time. The only time he 
became solemn when someone asked him about the prospect 
of promotion in Pakistan. I could see from the look of Quaid's 
face that he did not like the question. In his typical style, he 
looked him over from head to foot before giving an answer. 

You Mussulmans, either you are up in the sky or down in the 
dumps. You cannot adopt a steady course. All the promotions 
will come in good time, but there will be no mad rush.' 

To another question he replied, "Pakistani elected 
government will be that of civilians and anyone who thinks 
contrary to democratic principles should not opt for Pakistan. 

He also said that all would have to work hard to build the 
new nation and guard and preserve the identity of the Islamic 
State and that our task was not easy. 

He was full of praise for the Muslim minority in India, 
especially that of the United Province which he said 
spearheaded the Pakistan Movement and which supplied the 
leadership which played a great role in the establishment of 
Pakistan. He paid great tribute to the late Sir Syed Ahmed 
Khan who, he said, was the founder of the two nations 
theory,*

On 2 July 1947, Jiirnah formally told Mountbatten that he 
intended to become Pakistan’s first Governor-General. Of 
course, Mountbatten was outraged. It complicated the 
partition process, as planned by him, and especially the 
already odious business of dividing the Indian army. Both 
parties wanted separate Commanders-in-Chief in charge of 
two newly-reconstituted armies by 15 August. Since the 
division of the army was not expected to be completed before 
31 March 1948, a British Commander-in-Chief had to remain 
in charge and it was preferable that he should take orders 
from a Governor-General common to both Dominions.®

"In order to sefeguard the independence and territorial 
integrity of Pakistan, it was essential to build up and equip 
the armed forces. Resources that were urgently needed for 
economic reconstruction and development were diverted to 
defence, which used up half and, at times, even more of the 
central budget. The people bore these sacrifices willingly. 
Liaquat Ali Khan’s remarks, "We can afford to be hungry for 
a day but we cannot afford to be slaves even for a minute," 
reflected the will of the whole nation. The original plan for an 
army of 125,000 men was revised upward under the constant 
threat of aggression by India. Since India had withheld 
Pakistan’s share of military stores, large runs had to be spent 
• on defence equipnent. In a broadcast to the nation on October 
8 1948, the Prime Minister said: "The defence of the State is 
our foremost consideration and has dominated all other 
governmental activities. We will not grudge any amount on 
die defence of our country." ®

How ruthlessly this unholy alignment of power worked was 
narrated to me by my ambassador.in Tokyo, Mr Qamarul 
Islam, an old ICS himself with encyclopaedic knowledge of 
the Pakistani bureaucracy.

The time was 1953 and the cabinet of Khawaja Nazimuddin 
was convened to decide the line of action in regard to the 
sectarian violence then consuming Lahore* In the middle of a 
heated debate, Iskander Mirza, then cabinet secretary, rose 
and left the room without seeking the PM’s permission. He 
returned to the cabinet session ten minutes later and calmly 
announced to its participants not to bother themselves any 
more as he had spoken to Lt-Gen Azam Khan, Lahore's corps 
commander who was ail primed to declare martial law in the 
city next morning That ended the discussion Neither the PM 
nor anybody else dared challenge Mirza over his arbitrary 
decision or insolent behaviour,"®

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Not corrupt or incompetent, Junejo was a member of the 
Establishment, but he did question Zia's (and the army’s) 
grand strategy, He wanted to exert his constitutional authority 
in the area of foreign policy, especially the negotiantions 
aimed at removing Soviet forces from Afghanistan. Most 
Pakistanis were tired of the war. The country was overrun 
with guns, drugs, and Afghan refugees, and Junejo 
understood this popular anxiety. To the army, however, the 
war was sustainable, and Pakistanis would have to tolerate it 
for a while longer, given the larger strategic objectives at 
stake. These included the expansion of Pakistani influence 
into Central Asia. For Zia and the military, Juenjo had 
exceeded his authority by venturing into foreign and security 
policy affairs —especially Afghanistan — and he was 
peremptorily dismissed. The Junejo case showed that even an 
unpopular army chief could defy public opinion and the 
wishes of a close ally (Washington was pressing for 
Pakistan's democratisation) and fire a weak prime minister. 

This happened again in 2004, when a weak prime minister 
(Jamali) was pressurised to resign by an increasingly 
unpopular army chief (Musharraf).®

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people doubted her professional competence, were intensely 
suspicious of her since she was not part of the Establishment, 
and feared that she might seek revenge for her father's death.® 
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Any criticism of Benazir Bhutto's leadarship must 
accommodate the dificulties which she confronted. Foremost 
among these was the post-Zia political entrenchment of the 
army and intelligence services."® 
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Benazir first came to office on December 2, 1988, and was 
dismissed on August 6, 1990. Like her father, she came to 
power unexpectedly — as a direct result to Zia's death in an 
air crash on August 17, 1988. Also like her father, she had a 
political organisation, the PPP, and a degree of popular 
appeal unmatched by an other politician. There was another 
precedent as well. Fatima Jinnah, Mohammed Ali Jinnah's 
sister, had also run for office (against Ayub) and generated 
massive popular support. But Benazir’s fate was to be only 
marginal ly better than that of Fatima Jinnah. She was elected 
prime minister, but the army and Zia's successor as president, 
Ghulam Ishaq Khan (an Establishment pillar), ensured that 
she could not govern. 

Benazir was extremely intelligent, had strong contacts abroad 
(especially in the United States), and was the PPP’s 
undisputed leader. She also inherited two grudges — and 
grudges are as important in Pakistan as in any other state. 

One went back to 1972 when her father had nationalised the 
Ittefaq Foundry, the heart of the Sharif family's industrial 
empire. This set the Sharif family against her, and their 
distrust was shared by the entire Pakistani business 
community. The second grudge was that of the army. Its 
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She was more isolated than was the ease when her first 
government was removed. Much of this can be explained 
with reference to her personalised style of rule* not being 
amenable to advice* political management through a group of 
cronies (most of whom were non-elected), and the 
interference of her husband (Asif Ali Zardari) in government 
affairs. Other factors that contributed to her downfall 
included the failure to cope with the political and economic 
crises, intense confrontation with the opposition, ethnic and 
religious sectarian violence, corruption in government, and 
confrontation with the superior judiciary and the president,® 
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The second Benazir Bhutto government lasted a little longer 
than the first. Wiser from her experience, Bhutto avoided 
conflict with the anny and the ISI as much as possible. She 
took a hard line toward India, supported the Kashmir 
insurgency, and even acquiesced to the rise to power of the 
Taliban in Afghanistan, orchestrated by the ISI. Bhutto was 
unable to control the perception of corruption at the highest 
levels of government, however, and she failed to end her 
acrimonious confronadon with Nawaz Sharif. ®

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"As the COAS, Pervez Musharraf ventured into a tactical 
conflict having strategic ramifications with India on Kargil 
without even taking into confidence the prime minister, the 
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Naval and the Air chiefs. Not even his fellow corps 
commanders. In a meeting of the Defence Committee of the 
Cabinet (DCC) after the Kargil battle was well under way, it 
shocked me when the Naval and Air chiefs strongly 
complained about not having been taken into confidence 
before the Kargil misadventure"®

remembered, was removed in 1988 because he had tried to 
take a course opposed to the Army. His efforts to probe into 
the ’Ojhri’ camp disaster and introduce austerity measures in 
the defence establishment had backfired. Benazir Bhutto's 
government elected in 1988 had a similar fate. The Army 
manipulated her removal in 1990. Despite her knowledge of 
this information she remained silent which was due to her 
fear of the Army’s possible retaliation".®

"I don't think the problem in Pakistan lies with the prime 
ministers. It is the attitude of all-powerful, hawkish and 
snobbish army chiefs who after becoming COAS start acting 
as ’super prime ministers' and consider it their right to call the 
shots even in political matters.

In fact, the pay and emolunents of military personnel are 
higher than their counterparts in the civil sector. The military 
service, which is a pensionable job, provides better securrty 
to its employees than most of the general public. A specific 
directorate in all of the three service headquarters ensures that 
ex-servicemen interested in finding a job get an opportunity. 
The search is conducted in both the public and private 
sectors. These foundations, therefore, are an additional job 
seeking channels for the ex-servicemen. These opportunities 
are much more than what a common citizen in Pakistan could 
imagine. This apparent exploitation of resources and 
opportunities for a selected segment of the population is 
made possible mainly due to the political clout of the armed 
forces The top management of the armed forces jealously 
guards their interests.
